25.-—Tho arrest of 
Joseph W. Curtiss and tho attendant 
social surprise was published in Tho Tri­ 
bune of yesterday morning. But tins 
forenoon was left for tho shocking of the 
community. At about eight o’clock this 
morning Mr. Curtiss overcome by Ilia 
crime, ended his earthly existence by a 
bullet through the brain. 
The news 
spread like wildfire, as Curtiss was one 
of the best known men in tho city. Mr. 
Curtiss was bailed out of jail late Fri­ 
day night, and did not retire till much 
later. As a consequence lie slept late, 
aud the first known of his waking was a 
pistol report which rang through tho 
house at about 8 o'clock this morning. 
His wife is an invalid, and tho servant 
was hastily dispatched to the room, only 
to find Curtiss* head in a pool of blood 
lying on the pillow. A smoking revolver 
lay near on the bedside anil a blackened 
spot on tile pillow showed ho had shot 
ii nisei f while still reclining in bed. The 


blood Bowed from his mouth, ears, eyes’ 
nose, and the wound. The servant hast 
ily alarmed the neighbors, aud soon Mr 
E. l l . Abbot, counsel for the Wisconsin 
Central railway, and Dr. Marks were at 
tin* bedside. The Doctor probed the 
wound, which was on .tho left side of the 
head, and found the ball—from a 22- 
calibrc old-style Smith .Ne Wesson revol­ 
v er-had penetrated the brain through 
tile temporal bone. Mr. Curtiss did not 
recover consciousness and died at half- 
past 12 o clock to day, Ho was 37 years 
of age, and was born at Paw Paw’, Midi. 
He lias acted as private secretary to the 
managers of the Wisconsin Central road 
and the Phillips *fc Colby Construction 
company for the past eighteen years. 
Curtiss was much trusted, and only yes­ 
terday cheeks to tho amount of $40,000 
were signed for him.

Bu kl i nt: ton, la , February 25.—Tho 
Hon. diaries B. Mason, one of tho most 
prominent members of the bar of Iowa 
anil a pioneer of the State, died in this 
city to day iii the TStli year of his age. 
Judge Mason was born iii Onondaga 
county, New York, in 1804, and received 
a common school education. In 1825 ho 
was appointed to a cadetship at tho West 
Point Military Academy, and attended 
that institution cotemporaueously with 
Jefferson Davis, Robert E. Lee, and 
Prof. Mitchell. He graduated iii 1820 at 
the head of his class, and was appointed 
professor of mathematics at the institute, 
which position lie held for tw*o years, 
when ho resigned aud studied law*, and 
after his admission to the bar practiced 
his profession at Newburg, New York. 
SulAsequently he removed to New York 
city, and became associate editor of tho 
Evening Post of that city, and during 
Mr. Bryant’s absence in Europe had cd. 
itonal charge of tho paper. In 183G lie 
removed to Wisconsin Territory nu J lo­ 
cated at Elk Grove, near Galena, where 
in 1837 lie married Angelina Gear, an 
aunt of ex-Govenior Gear, of Iowa. Iii 
the same year ho was appointed by Pres­ 
ident Van Buren prosocutiug-attomey 
for the Territory of Wisconsin, where­ 
upon ho moved to this city, which was at 
that time one of the capitals of the Ter­ 
ritory. When Wisconsin was admitted 
into the Union and Iowa erected into a 
Territory, ho was appointed chief-justico 
of tile new territory by Pn*sident Van 
Buren, which position lie held until tho 
admission of Iowa as a State iii 1850. 
Judge Mason was appointed on the com­ 
mission to codify tho laws of tho State, 
and such was tho ability displayed by 
in ha that the compilation by that commis­ 
sion is to-ilav 
known 
as “ Mason’s 
Code.”

ABOUT OTTERS, 


Among the animals that live partly 
in the water and partly on the land, 
that can nm about on the show and 
breathe the air just as well as we can, 
and yet dive under the water and swim 
like a fish, one of the most interesting 
is the otter. 
A common otter is about 
the size of a small dog, having a nar­ 
row body two feet long, and very short 
legs. 
It is covered with handsome fur 
next to its skin, and outside of this 
there is a coat of long, coarse hair. 
As this animal is very fond of the 
water, and lives principally on fish, it 
makes its home on the shore of a creek 
or river. 
This home is a hole under­ 
ground, generally quite close to the 
water. 
The entrance to the burrow is 
always under water, and leads upward 
to the main apartment, which is dug 
out as high up in a bank as possible, so 
that, in case of a flood in the stream, 
the water will not rise up along the en­ 
trance-way aud into the otter's house. 
Sometimes the animal makes two or 
three chambers, one above another, so 
that, in ease the water should rise in a 
lower room, he and his family could go 
up higher, and keep dry*. 
He does not 
mind being under the water for a time, 
but he cannot live under water. 
From 
the top of his house up to the surface 
of the orround lie makes a small hole to j 
let in air; so* you see, the otter is a j 
very' clever creature. 
The entrance to j 
his house is hidden under water, where j 
no dog nor other enemy is likely to find I 
it, or to get in if they clo find it; and i 
his home Is so well planned that some 
part of it is always dry aud well ven­ 
tilated. 
When the otter wants his supper— 
for, as he eats only* at night, it may be 
said that he takes neither breakfast nor 
dinner—he slips quietly into the water, 
and as soon as he sees a fish, ho gives 
chase to it. 
Ile has large, full eyes like 
a seal's, and he can see iii the water as 
well as on land, 
lie is web-footed, aud 
his long, flexible body and stout tail en­ 
able him to move through the water 
with a motion very much like that of a 
fish. 
He can thus swim very fast, and 
few fish are able to escape him. 
During the day-time, the otter gen­ 
erally stay's quiet iii his burrow, but at 
night he comes out, and makes it very 
lively for the fish. 
Sometimes, when 
fish are scarce, he will do his midnight 
hunting on laud, and will be glad to 
catch a chicken or any other small ani­ 
mal he may meet. 
If an otter is caught when it is quite 
young, it may be tamed. • I once saw a 
couple of tame ones iii New York, and 
they were as lively and playful as a pair 
of terrier dogs. 
Sometimes tame otters 
are trained to catch fish for their mas­ 
ters. 
In this kind of fishing, the otter 
slips quietly' into the water, and general­ 
ly catches first all the fish he wants to 
eat himself. 
When he has had enough, 
he brings the next one he catches to his 
master. A very well-trained otter will 
go into the water several times iii thi 
way7, and frequently will bring out 
large fish each time. 
Otters are occa-1 
fiionally employed by fishermen who use 
nets. The nets are first set, aud then 
the otters go into the water and drive I 
the fish into the nets, where they are j 
caught. 
There is a story told of a man in En- 
land who had a tame otter which fil­ 
med him about on shore like a dog, 
and which, also, used to fish for him. 
The two companions would go out on 
the river in a boat, when the otter would 
jump overboard, and bring fish back 
to inc man. 
If the animal staid away 
too long, his master would call him by 
his name, aud he would immediately re­ 
turn. 
One day' the man was away from 
home, and his young son thought it 
would be a good idea to take his father's 
otter and go fishing. 
So he took the lit­ 
tle animal into the boat, and rowed out 
upon the river. 
The otter jumped into 
the river exactly' as he used to do for 
the boy’s father, but he staid below ji 
Ion"* time, and when the boy' called him 
he did not come back. 
Either he did 
not know his name when sicken by a 
strange voice, or he did not like the boy 
well enough to come back to him, for 
he remained out of sight, and after the 
boy had called him iii vain for a long 


fine large otters tied to stakes driven 
into the sand. 
These handsome fallows 
were either lying asleep on the shore or 
swimming about iii the water as far as 
their ropes would let them. 
It is likely 
that when these otters were used for 
fishing, their native masters did not set 
them loose and allow them to swim 
about as they pleased,. but made them 
go into the water with the long cord 
still fastened to their necks 
In this 
way the otter could swim far enough to 
fish, and his master would be al­ 
ways sure of having his otter, whether 
begot any* fish or not. 
In England, otter-1 mn ting used to lie 
a favorite amusement, and in some parts 
the country it is carried ou yet. 
A 
certain kind of dog, called the otter­ 
hound, is especially trained for this 
sport, am! the hunters use short spears. 
Some of the hunters and dogs goon one 
side of the stream where otters arc ex­ 
pected to be found, aud some on the 
other. 
Hail otter has recently' been 
along the bauk, the dogs catch his 
scent, and they bark and howl, and 
scratch the ground, and the men shout 
and beat the reedy bushes and tile shore 
until the poor otter is frightened out of 
his house, and takes to the water. 
But 
here he is discovered by' the bubbles of 
air which conic up where hois breath­ 
ing, and the men wade into tho stream 
and strike at the place where they sup­ 
pose til*4 otter is. 
The dogs, too, some­ 
times go into th*; water, ami in this way 
the otter is cither killed or driven 
ashore. 
When he goes on land he gen­ 
erally shows fight, ami the dogs often 
have a very hard time before lie is 
killed. 
There are otters, however, which are 
much better worth hunting than the 
common otter. These are the great sea- 
otters, which are found in the regions 
about Behring’s Straits and in Karat- 1 
schatka. also in some of the waters of 
South America. 
These are much laager , 
than the common otter, some of them j 
weighing seventy' or eighty* pounds. 1 
These animals are hunted for the sakeof J 
their fur, which is very valuable, and J 
they are probably not so active and dif- j 
limit to kill as the common otter, which , 
ha* so many enemies that it is obliged 
to be very cunning and courageous. Up 
in those cold regions where the sea otter 
lives lie is only'occasionally'disturbed by 
man, and probably never by' any other 
creature. 
These otters do not appear 
to pursue ordinary Ibih in tile water, but 
feed ujkhi lobsters and other shell-fish. 
Sea-otters are said to be very affec­ 
tionate to their young, but it is not like­ 
ly' that they are more so than the com­ 
mon otter; the difference probably is 
that the sea-otter is much less wild and 
shy than the common otter, and its hab­ 
its* and disposition toward its young are 
therefore more easily observed. 
Ordi­ 
nary' young otters, even when mere in­ 
fants, will, at the slightest sign of dan­ 
ger, pop into the water with their par­ 
ents, and come up in some spot among 
the reeds and grass where it is impossi­ 
ble to see them. 
There is an animal in this country 
which is placed by some writers in the 
otter tribe, although we do not general­ 
ly consider it as such. 
This is the mink, 
or minx, and it is a great deal more 
troublesome to us than any ordinary ot­ 
ter; for it does not confine itself to catch­ 
ing fish, but will come into a bam-yard 
and kill chickens or any other poultry' it 
can lay hold of. 
Its work, like that of 
tin* common otter, is done at night. 
The fur of all the otter family is soft 
and valuable, and if it were not for this 
fact, there would probably* be * great 
many more otters in the world than there 
are now.—John Lcwces. in St. Nicholas.

The recent .hangings in this city have 
been attended by many odd circum­ 
stances, none of which is stranger than 
the death of a young man named John 
J. Kaiser, at St. Vincent's Asylum, of 
*what is known as acute delirium, said to 
hove been superinduced by witnessing 
the execution of Ellis and Kotovsky*. 
Kaiser was a young man of twenty-two, 
whose parents lived in Toronto, but who 
had been employed for some time as 
clerk on one of the boats of the upper 
Missouri River. 
When the boat went 
into winter quarters the young man was 
temporarily thrown out of work, but, 
being well supplied with money, which 
he saved from his summer earnings, he 
was preparing to visit his parents iii Can­ 
ada. 
On the 6th of January, however, 
somebody gave him a ticket, and he 
went to see Kotovsky and Ellis hung. 
When became back to his boardin 
house, No. 1,106 Pine street, he talked 
of nothing but the execution, and while 
many of his expressions were very silly 
they were overlooked, or regarded, for 
the time being, as an attempt at wit. In 
the afternoon he took a long walk, g< 
ing out to Grand avenue, as ho ex­ 
plained on his return, without recourse 
to the street-cars. 
That night at the 
supper-table he became very gay and 
sang several songs, when he had not 
been heard to sing before. 
At nine 
o’clock he went to bed, but did not 
sleep, and talked so strangely to his 
room-mate that he was afraid to sleep. 
Between twelve and one he began to be 
violent, and tied a towel around his 
neck, to show that he could hang him­ 
self without pain. This exhibition would 
have amounted to suicide if his room 
mate had not come to his rese*ue. Then 
he wanted to break a burning lamp to 
show how he could replace the broken 
f 
aeces and make it continue to give 
iglit. 
The lamp being placed out of 
rea«>h, his attention was directed tooth­ 
er things. 
He then thought his great 
physical strength a matter worthy of a 
long: harangue, but in the midst of it he

time. he was obliged to return to shore 
without him. 
Several days after this, the man was 
walking along the river-bank near tile 
place where ais son had gone fishing.

Bad Banking* 
“ Recent defalcations in the banking 
community do not appear to have made 
a deep impression on the minds of the 
directors of this institution,” remarked 
an official of one of the National Banks 
of this city, in response to a question 
made by a Herald reporter yesterday. 
“ Yes, there was a slight stir among the 
old gentlemen who compose our Bear'd 
of Directors,” ho continued, “ after tho 
first expose of the Newark frauds ap­ 
peared in print. 
That is to say, they 
went to this clerk and to that clerk in a 
feeble kind of way, put several questions 
to them, and on one occasion, I believe, 
they had energy enough to count the 
cash on hand, and to satisfy themselves 
that the bulk of the balances was cor­ 
rect. 
But, so far as making a thorough 
inspection is concerned, that was too 
at an effort for them altogether, 
ally, it was quite amusing to watch 
the utter helplessness of some of the old 
gentlemen, who asked the most ridicu­ 
lous questions upon matters which they 
really didn’t know the first thing about.” 
“ How m&ny directors compose the 
board of this bank?” 
“ Nine; only five of whom are usually 
present at the regular 
number forming a quorum 
44 What is their average age?” 
44 Some of them are verging on the 
seventies; few, if any, are under sixty.” 
44 What is the ordinary method of the 
weekly routine business?” 
44 The cashier reads his weekly state 


short, that bank is notified and the 
initials given, and the clerk making up 
the package is, of course, held respon­ 
sible. 
This, however, does not happen 
very often, but when it does the bank 
sending the package invariably makes 
up the difference.* 
44 What is the usual nature of tho se­ 
curity accepted by the bank directors 
from employes?” 
44 Sometimes by expecting them to 
take stock in the bank, sometimes in 
Hie form of mortgage, sometimes by ac­ 
cepting a policy from a guaranty com­ 
pany, and occasionally by taking no se­ 
curity whatever. 
It is a singular fact, 
but the largest securities offered by 
friends of banking employes are not in­ 
frequently tendered on behalf of those 
who make the most inefficient officers. 
And it is just here where family patron­ 
age steps in.

a relative or a personal friend of a di­ 
rector, and I suppose it Is much the 
same with other concerns. 
It looks as 
if banking positions were especially in­ 
stituted for the sake of fostering family 
associations. 
In this respect this policy 
is the reverse of that followed by large 
wholesale firms, who take their men 
merely on their merits.’ 
44 Do you find that bank directors bor­ 
row largely from their institutions?” 
441 eau only speak of this particular 
bank so far as this question applies; but 
I venture to say that the nine directors 
of the board borrow more money from 
it iii the course of the year than any 
eighteen of its best customers, and the 
same practice, I am told, exists largely 
in other institutions. 
If all the transac­ 
tions were made public they would make 
very lively reading. 
The bank direct­ 
or’s position being all powerful, it nec­ 
essarily has a close connection with the; 
cashier’s department, and when this sys­ 
tem of borrowing degenerates into a 
habit the cashier obtains a leverage, 
which, if he be inclined to dishonesty, 
he can easily control for his personal 
benefit. 
I venture to say that many a 
gigantic fraud has been germinated by 
this means, through which the cashier 
has eventually gained some advantage 
over one or more of the directors.” 
44 What remedy would you suggest for 
this abuse?” 
44Simply to have a Clause in bank 
charters prohibiting banking corpora­ 
tions from borrowing from their own 
bank and enacting a heavy penalty fora 
breach of the law. 
Even then, although 
it might not quite abolish tho system, it 
would at any rate go a long way toward 
cheeking it. 
The reason I have spoken 
so fully upon the matter is on account of 
the necessity of reaching public opinion 
in such a way that some better system 
ic devised. 
The whole business is rn 
aged on a wrong principle, and — 
sooner the public knows it the better for 
it and for banking men and employes 
generally.” —N. i . Herald.

Until the passing of the Commy 
tation act, in 1836, there used to be con­ 
stant dissentient and law'suits between 
the clergy and their parishioners as to 
the collection of these dues. 
Some­ 
times a farmer w'ould deliberately allow 
a crop to be spoiled, and thereby leave 
the parson without any remedy. 
Some­ 
times he would prosecute the clergyman 
for not removing his tithe in reasonable 
time, and ho would stop up roada and 
bar gates so as to give tho clergyman, 
his carts and teams a longer journey to 
and back with his booty. 
The act of 
commutation removed 
many of the 
petty grievances of which both tithe- 
payer and tithe-owner complained. The 
clergyman was by this act to receive 
every year the money equivalent of a 
fixed and definite number of quarters of 
corn. 
This constitutes 
the modern 
tithes \fhich alone bring into the church 
a revenue exceeding $20,000,000 an­ 
nually, though this vast sum by no means 
exhausts the sources of ecclesiastical 
wealth. 
A very* great grievance at the 
present moment is the so-called 44 extra 
tithes.” 
These are levied exclusively 
on orchards, vegetable gardens, and 
certain crops, such as hops. 
They vary 
in almost every county and parish, and 
range from about four to fifteen shillings 
an acre. They form, therefore, a serious 
item in the expense of working such 
properties, and have contributed not a 
little to increase the imports 
from 
abroad into England of hops, fruit and 
vegetables. 
At the present moment 
they are being strenuously resisted by 
farmers in many parts, though as tho 
law' stands there is but little hope of im­ 
mediate redress.—London Cor. Chicago 
Times.

No one can be blamed for refusing a life 
in which ho can sec nothing but drudg­ 
ery to be continued year after year. The 
facilities for intellectual culture must bo 
increased on the farm, if we would put 
a stoj) to tho smothered or expressed de­ 
sire to leave it. 
The farmer's boy should have agri­ 
cultural and other papers, and access to 
a library of books of a practical and in­ 
teresting character. 
It is right that his 
ambition in the direction of attempts to 
improve present methods of culture 
should be encouraged. 
He should never 
be made such a slave to farm work that 
no time will be left for social and intel­ 
lectual culture. 
It is right that he havo 
the most ample facilities provided for 
acquiring information in regard to every­ 
thing that is going on in the world 
around him. 
There is no need for the seeking of a 
wider or deeper field for intellectual 
culture than a well-directed farm life af­ 
fords. 
Herein lies an explanation of the 
fact that men of wealth, of leisure, of 
education and the highest social position 
have found the occupation of farming a 
constant source of pleasure, to say noth­ 
ing of the attendant profitable results 
when carried on in a business way, on 
business principles. 
There is now a growing popularity for 
this calling that augurs well for the 
future of the country. 
Agriculture is 
rising above the plane of a mere me­ 
chanical pursuit. 
The reason is evident. 
The daily defies of the wide-awake, pro­ 
gressive fanner bring him into familiar 
contact with the marvelous operations of 
nature. 
Some one has wisely said that 
the hope of a nation rests chiefly upon 
the purity and culture of its homes. 
This is especially true in regard to farm 
life. 
YYiien home culture and farm 
labor shall go hand in hand, then agri­ 
culture as a pursuit will take its place in 
the foremost rank among the industries 
of mankind.—Christian Union.

W illia m H en B ing's B o d y F o u n d In 
R o c k R iv e r by F red H . R lerlaers. 
The body of the missing man, William 
Henning, was found on Saturday fore­ 
noon, by Fred H. Riechers, a farmer 
living in the town of Beloit, near the 
town line of Rock. The city authorities 
were immediately notified, and the body 
was brought hi tile city late on Saturday 
evening, aud an inquest held ou Sunday 
forenoon by J ustice M. S. Prichard. As 
already stated in the Gazette, ‘ the de­ 
ceased left his borne, near the Blind in • 
stitute, on Wednesday morning, Decem­ 
ber 28tb, at 6 o’chick, fur the purpose of 
going to work for J. W. Carpenter, 
wood 
dealer, 
aud, 
to* 
save 
distance, 
was 
in 
the 
habit of crossing the railroad bridge a1 
Monterey, and it was thought that in the 
darkness, he slipped and fell into the 
river. It seems that the cause ot the fa­ 
tal fall must have been that he stepped 
into a hole, one plunk on tho bridge be­ 
ing broken. His hat and handkerchief 
were found on the bride near lids, about 
half an hour later, by Mr. Boykin, a sec­ 
tion boss, who, beiDg unable to identify 
them, and it not tieing known that the 
man was missing, took them to the round 
house. About noon one of the family 
brought Henning’s dinner over to the 
coal yard, expecting, of course, to find 
him there, but learned that ho hail not 
been at work that morning. His employ­ 
er was as much in tho dark as to his 
whereabouts as any one, and then tho 
search began. Inquiries were made, aud 
these led to the fact that a hat and hand­ 
kerchief had been found on the bridge. 
These were identified as belonging to the 
missing man, who usually carried his 
handkerchief in his cap, which accounts 
for the two being found together, his cap 
having evidently fallen off by his stumb­ 
ling or stepping iuto the hole on the 
bridge.” A diligent search was made for 
the body; the river was dragged for sumo 
distance, 
but 
all 
efforts 
for 
its recovery were unsuccessful, until 
Saturday forenoon, when Mr. Fred H 
Riechers came upon tho body, which was 
lodged in a tree top which lay partially 
submerged in Rock river. 
Mr. Reicher 
immediately seemed the body end come 
to town and informed the authorities. 
Upon 
a 
careful 
examination 
of the body, a severe bruiso i*as found 
npon the head, but ttie skull was not 
broken; a severe bruise was also found 
upon the arm. The ouly thing in tho 
way of identification found upon tho 
body, aside from his clothing, ^was a por­ 
tion of a printed card, used in the wood 
yard, to denote the quality and quantity 
of wood the teamster delivers. After 
taking the evidence of some six or seven 
witnesses, tho coroner’s verdict was ren­ 
dered as follows: 
An inquisition taken at the city o f 
Janesville, in tile county of Rock, on the 
26th day of February, A. D. 1882, before 
Moses S. Prichard, one of the Justices 
of the Peace of tho said county upon tho 
view of tho boily of William 
Henning 
then dead, by the jurors whose names are 
hereunto subscribed, who being duly 
sworn to inquire oil liehalf of file Stab*, 
when, in what luauuer, anil by what 
means the said William Henning came 
to his death, upon their oaths do say, that 
the said William Helming on the 28th 
day of December, A. D. 18S1, attempting 
to cross the Railroad bridge across Rock 
River at Monterey, in said city, aud acci­ 
dentally 
fell from the same into the 
river and came to his death by 
that 
means. 
And so the jurors say that the said 
William Henning iii the manner afore­ 
said aud by the meausaforesaid casualty 
aud accidently come to his death and not 
otherwise.

At eleven o’clock on Saturday night, 
the bell on the west side engine house 
tapped tho third alarm of fire in Janes­ 
ville for Hie year 1882, which summoned 
the tire department to the corner of 
North Main and Glen streets, just north 
of the railroad embankment, where ono 
of the ice houses of Messrs. Hogoboom 
& Atwood was found to bo in flames. 
Tho department responded quickly, in 
fact, they started from the tap of the 
bolls, aud the apparatus were taken to 
tho tiro with all the speed the horses 
possessed, no time being lost in getting 
to 
work. The fire was in the hay 
and 
roof 
of 
the 
upper 
and 
smallest 
building, 
and, 
owing 
to tho peculiar construction of the roof, 
it was with great difficulty that the fire­ 
men could get directly at the fire. The 
whole department worked well together, 
and after three and a half hours of hard 
work, orders were given to “take up," 
the lire ba\ing been entirely exting­ 
uished. 
The oiigin of the fire is clearly that of 
an incendiary. There w’as an insurance 
of $1,503, with Messrs. Dimock & Hay- 
nor, in the Fire Association of Philadel­ 
phia. The loss on the building has been 
adjusted by Mr. Dioiock, representing 
the Fire Association of Philadelphia, at 
$875. It is impossible at present, to es­ 
timate the damage to tho three thousand 
tons of ice stored within the building, 
but it must have been considerable, as the 
firemen poured in at least fifteen hundred 
barrels of water upon tho ice, which iu 
mulling through must have cut anil melt­ 
ed it considerably. 
Early yesterday morning, Mr. O. F. 
Nowian, with a large force of men, com­ 
menced clearing away tho wrecked roof 
of tho building, aud to day he is engaged 
putting on a now ono, which will be 
pushed along to completion.
